A SOUND RESOLUTION. 


At a numerously-attended meeting 
of the Board of Trade, held yesterday 
evening, the subject of the Govern- 
ment building was discussed. The 
report of the Chamber of Commerce 
was indorsed, with exception of that 
portion of the report recommending 
stoppage of the work, which was 
strenuously opposed by several speak- 
ers. <A resolution was finally offered, 
recommending that work on the build- 
ing be not stopped. but be continued 
to a point where it will be advisable 
to suspend it, in order to make room 
for enlargement, which it is hoped 
will be provided for by an extra ap- 
propriation, suflicient to complete a 
building that will be suitable in all 
respects to our requirements, which, 
in the opinion -of the board, demand 
twice the space at present planned 
for, necessitating a building of three 
stories; also that our representatives 


jin Congress be requested to endeavor 


to obtain an appropriation sufficient 
for the completion of the building in 
accordance with this resolution. 
After ample discussion this resolution 
was enthusiastically adopted, only 
four voting against it, out of some 60 
present. 

This pretty accurately represents 
the proportion of public opinion pro 
and con onthe subject. Outside of a 
few real-estate owners, who are anx- 
ious to make a little money out of 
Uncle Sam, the citizens of Los, Ange- 
les are now practically unanimous 
against the proposed change of site. 
There was’ considerable misunder- 
standing on the subject among those 
who had not given it their attention, 
but since the complete inside facts, 


published in yesterday’s Times, the 
public mind 1s perfectly clear, and 
cannot be further misled by a hand- 
ful of designing speculators. 

Now that the Board of Trade has 
thus voiced the sentiments of the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles, it is to be ex- 
pected that the Chamber of Commerce 
will reconsider the hasty action into 
which it was led by afew of its inter- 
ested members, and return to the posi- 
tion originally taken by it, viz., stand 
by the present site, and ask Congress 
for a reasonable appropriation for the 
enlargement of the building.

TIME’S CHANGES. 


It will be no surprise to us if, in- 
stead of steam, electricity should in 
the course of a few years be employed 
to transfer not only our mails but 
freight and passengers across the con- 
tinent. Ifin the next century human 
inventions increase as marvelously as 
they have within the century which 
is now nearing its close, the con- 
ditions surrounding human activity 
will be greatly changed. Every year 
is adding wonders to the triumph of 
inventions, and science is lifting the 
veil which has so long hidden from us 
the knowledge of occult and mysteri- 
ous forces., The world is, doubtless, 
standing only upon the very thresh- 
old of the dawn of invention as re- 
lates to electricity, and civilization is 
marching forward steadily on the line 
of its mastery of the forces of Nature. 
' Arecent astonishing application of 
electricity to practical purposes is 
known as the portelectric system, and 
if all thatit promises is successfully 
carried out we shall soon see a won- 
derful transformation in the trans- 
porting systems of the civilized world, 
methods so new, so marvelous, that 
to any other age than the present, they 
would have seemed incredible. Of 
the methods of this new system it is 
said: 
Asmall carriage. shaped like a long, 
narrow iron box, with a wheel at each end,

The scientific principle involved is that 
these coils, when charged with a current of 
electricity, act Hike magnets, drawing a 
magnetized article (in this case the car- 
riage) rapidly tothe center of the hollow 
coil, By arranging these coils vertically, a 
few feet apart, and running the track 
through them, the car is swiftly drawn 
from one coil to another, the current being 
automatically released as the car reaches 
each coil. 

As to results, the experiments justify the 
belief that a speed of several miles a minute 
can be obtained. Prof. Dolbear, an emi- 
nent electrician, who has carefully studied 
this invention, says that there is no practi- 
cal limit to the speed to be attained short of 
the friction developed and the resistance of 
the air. With a one-horse power it is said 
thata ton of matter can transported 
1440 miles in a day at a costof but 30 
cents for motive power. The sibilities 
of such an invention are, therefore, almost 
boundless, A ton of mail matter would 
represent over two millien letters, which, at 
the rate of speed named, would be taken 
from New York to Omaha inaday. In- 
creasing the power, and the speed could be 
correspondingly increased. It is believed 
that the carriages would take mail from 
New York to Boston, a distance of about 
240 miles, in something like 45 minutes 
with entire safety to the mail. Then, with 
carriages of this kind starting every five 
minutes, it wouldn’t take long to uce a 
mail surplus, and people wouldn’t be kept 
waiting for their letters very long after they 
were written.

ted, it can Hares ee be adapted to carry- 
ng freight and passengers.
